On 
a  throne  inscribed  with  his  name  in  titles  and  before  a  green 
curtain  is  seated  the  Roman  proconsul  L.  Sergius  Paulus,  in 
blue  robes  and  red  and  blue  cloak;  he  is  surrounded  by  coun- 
sellors and  lictors  with  fasces;  in  the  distance  is  a  view  of 
wooded  rolling  country.  Before  the  tribune  stands  at  the 
right  St.  Paul  in  blue  robes  and  golden  cloak  accompanied  by 

q~  St.  Barnabas,  his  left  arm  extended  in  denunciation  and, 
opposite  to  him,  the  pitiful  figure  of  the  magician  Elymas  in 
robes  of  rose-crimson,  groping  forward  helplessly  as  he  is 
smitten  with  blindness.  Upon  the  greensward  between  them, 
two  dogs  are  playing.

Note:  Elymas,  a  Jewish  magician,  was  a  member  of  the  retinue 
of  Sergius  Paulus;  he  strove  to  turn  his  master  away  from  faith  and  put 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  preaching  of  St.  Paul  and  St.  Barnabas,  the 
former  of  whom,  meeting  him  before  the  tribune,  covered  him  with 
reproaches  and  struck  him  blind. 

This  tapestry  belongs  to  the  well  known  series  of  the  .-lets  of  the 
Apostles,  the  ten  cartoons  of  which  were  begun  by  Raphael  in  1514,  and 
were  first  woven  upon  the  high-warp  loom  by  P.  Van  Aelst  in  Brussels 
between  1 5 1 6  and  1519.  The  cartoons  were  kept  in  Brussels  for  more 
than  a  century  and  a  half,  and  were  used  by  many  of  the  most  famous 
ateliers  of  this  city;  the  present  tapestry  is  indeed  probably  of  Brussels 
origin,  and  a  variant  of  it  exists  in  the  Vatican. 

A  brochure  dealing  with  the  above  tapestry,  together  with  the 
report  of  an  examination  made  by  M.  Joseph  Auclair,  expert  of  the  Civil 
Tribunal  of  the  Seine  and  responsible  for  the  repair  of  tapestries  at  the 
Gobelins,  duly  witnessed,  will  be  given  to  the  purchaser.
